I. 


UNCTUALITY and Preciſion are 
eſſentially neceſſary in all Military 
Eſtabliſhments and Operations,—lt is there- 
fore expected, that every Gentleman will make 
a Point of Honour of being at the Poſt aſſign- 
ed to him, rather before the Time fixed than 


one Moment after it. That Time is always 


meant to be preci/e,whether ſo expreiled or not. 


IT. 


Every Volunteer ſigns an Engagement 
to obey the Officers; and every Officer his 
| A2 Superior, 
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Superior, when on Duty, or at Exerciſe, in 
the ſame Manner as if the Corps were 
called out into actual Service; an! it is ex- 
pected, that this neceſſary Subordination will 
be attended to on the Occaſions where it is 
preſcribed, as ſtrictly as it the King, or a 
reviewing General, were preſent. 


III. 


THe firſt thing every Gentleman who 
is enrolled in the Corps is requeſted to pay 


particular Attention to, is Riding; and none 
will have Cauſe to regret the Time beſtowed 4 


to learn as much of the Manage as is neceſſary 


for a Dragoon, becauſe it unqueſtionably im-

riding. 


The beſt Riding-Maſters in London are 
engag'd by the Corps, and it is not meant | 
here to interfere with their Buſineſs, but it is |

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neceſſary to obſerve, that no Gentleman is fit 
to join the Ranks till he has acquired an ealy, 
graceful, and firm ſeat, without truſting to his 
ſtirrups ; till he can fit a rough Trot without 
moving his Elbows or his Bridle Hand, and 
giveall the Aids to his Horſe, for advancing, 
reining back in a ſtraight Line, turning to the 
right, left, or about, and paſſaging to either 
Side, without previouſly tracing in his Mind 
the Manner of applying theſe Aids.

IT is the Buſineſs of the Drill Serjeants

EVERX Gentleman muſt learn, if he does 
not know, how to ſaddle and bridle his Horſe, 
and ſtrap on his Coat-Caſe; becauſe he may 
be in many Situations where a Servant would 
be an Incumbrance, and where neither Groom 
nor Oſtler are to be had. 

He ſhould alſo make it a conſtant Rule be- 
ſore mounting, to examine if his Curb is 
properly placed, his Gurths tight, and his 
Horſe's Crupper eaſy, as he may often, by 
that Means, avoid a Fall.

F This Expreſſion would occur ſo very often, that 
to avoid Repetition, it is proper to obſerve, that it 
may be conſidered as the End of every Sentence;

alters the Evolutions, or any other Part of the Exer-

Wheeling, if executed with Preciſion, and 
ſufficient velocity, is one of the moſt beautiful 
Manceuvres in the Field.—Whether it he by 
Squadrons, Half- Ranks, Quarter-Ranks, or 
Fours, and whether to the Right, Left, or 
about, the Line muſt be kept perfectly ſtraight 
till the Evolution is performed. — This de- 
pends very much on the Wheeler, or the 
Right or Left Hand Man on the Wheeling 
Flank, When a Squadron, or any Diviſion 
of it, is ordered to wheel to the Right, the 
whole of that Squadron or Diviſion muſt dreſs 
to the Left, except the Wheeler on the Flank 
of it, who looks the Way he is to go.—At 
the word March, if halted, he muſt go off at a 
ſteady Trot or Gallop, with his Horſe well in 
hand, ſo as to prevent all ſudden Inequalities of 
Pace; and he muſt deſcribe ſuch an exact 
Circle, as neither to crowd nor looſen the Files. 
He muſt alſo be well ſeconded by every Man 
in the Ranks; each muſt keep his exact

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Diſtance from his Left-Hand Man, muſt keep 
up with him at whatever Rate he goes, but 
muſt not paſs him a ſingle Inch, elſe the Line 
would either bag or bulge, and the Wheel

Inclining, or marching oblique, is practiſed 
to gain Ground to the Right or Left, with-

When a Squadron is ordered to incline to 
the Right, without further Explanation or 
Caution, every Man muſt dreſs to the Right, 
turn his Horſe as much to the Right as the 
Space he occupies in the Rank will admit of, 
and march ſteadily in that Dire&ion.—At 
ealy files he will find that his Left Shoulder 
being forward, is in a Line with the Right 
Shoulder of his Right-Hand Man, and that 
his Horſe's Head is nearly oppoſite to the 
Piſtol Holſter of the File he dreſſes to.—By 
all moving together, and keeping the ſame 
Pace, the Left of the Line will be as forward 
as the Right; and when the word Forwards is 
given, every man turns his Horſe as much to 
the Left as he did to the Right, dreſſes to the 
Center, and the Line fronts inſtantly to the 
ſame point it did before.

IT is expected that every Gentleman 
will pay ſufficient attention to the foregoing 
Rules and Regulations to render ſuperfluous 
any very long Explanation of the Words of 
Command, and Evolutions. - Guibert, in his 
Eſay on Tactics, obſerves, that the Soldier 
is too little reaſoned with, and that in a whole 
Regiment, perhaps twenty could not be found 
capable of accounting for the moſt ſimple 
part of their Exerciſe; whereas, were the 
uſe of it explained to them they would ceaſe 
to murmur at what ſtrikes them as painful 
and unneceſſary.— How much more uſeful 
then muſt Theory be to the Light Horj 
Volunteers? but it will avail them little, and 
the brighteſt Genius will never make any figure 
in a Military Line without Practice, which 


alone forms the common Soldier, 
When 


HEN the Rules laid down in the 

preceding articles for Kiding, the 
Manual Exerciſe on Horſeback, Advancing, 
Retreating, Forming, Filing, Wheeling, and 
Inclining, are perfectly underſtood, and have 
been ſulhciently practiſed, we may ſafely 
proceed to the Field, where one diy will bz 
of more ſervice, both to Man and Horſe, 
when properly dr:iled, than a great many in 
the Riding-houſe. 


It would b2 deſirable to come to tae Ex- 
erciting Field by Troops; but as that would 
ſubject many Gentlemen to inconveniency, 
it is only here recommended, that all thoſe 
wo come from any one of the Riding-houſes 
ſhould march in file, and be led by an Offer. 
It is earneſtly requeſted of thoſe Gentlemen 
who come ſingly, to be in the Fie'd a little he- 

C fore 
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fore the time appointed for Mecting : when 
a Number is expeCted, they can be waited for 
with leſs Impatience than few; and yet theſe 
few not being able to join after felling , 
it may occaſion a lameneſs in a Squadron 
through the whole of the Evolutions, 


No Motion is to be made towards obeying 
any Word of Command, nor found of Trum- 
pet or Bugle, till it be finiſhed, and then it is 
to be done with life, and without a moment's 
loſs of time. When halted no Gentleman 
muſt move upon the Word of Command, 
but wait till he hears the word March.—The 
Oſncers will repeat the word to their re- 
ſpective Squadrons, as nearly as poſſible at 
the ſame time, and inſtantly after it is given 
by the Commanding Officer; but they will 
net repeat=March, unleſs they find he is not 
heard,-They will alſo give the word, 


after the Bugle or Trumpet, if in a Situation 
to

to be heard; but the leading Files are not to 
truſt to that, nor to wait for it to form or go 
about. 


The Officers will be perfectly inſtructed, 
with regard to their reſpective Poſts and Duty, 
independent of any thing ſaid, or meant to be 
ſaid, here; and when they cannot all attend, 
the Commanding Officer will take care to 
place properly thoſe who do, before the Ex- 
erciſe begins. — But as the Light Horſe Vo- 
lunteers have neither Serjeants nor Corporals 
by name, the Flank and Center-Men, both of 
Front and Rear Rank, muſt take the Duty 
of Non- commiſſioned Officers on all occaſions, 
and of courſe much will be required of them. 
They muſt be particularly attentive, when 
forming or formed, to catch the diſtant ob- 
jets that interſe& each other, on their Right, 
Left, Front, and Rear; for without theſe no 
Man can lead ftraight 3 and though they are

directed ſimply to follow their Officer at half 
a Horſe's Length, it may often happen, that 
his Duty calls him away for a Moment, when 
they mult act independently of him, and in- 
form him, if he requires it, when he is again 
in the right Line.

No. 1, 2, 3 and 4, form the firſt Four, 
and have behind them their covering Files. 
The other Fours form in the ſame manner, 
when they come to that Ground ; the Right 


by Fours taking care that an interval equal 


to the extent of the Front is conſtantly pre- 
ſerved, ſo as to be able to form the Line 


by wheeling the Fours to the Left, or by 


wheeling to the Right backwards, if ſo or- 
dered.— This laſt Manceuvre is neceſlary, 
in order to form quickly to either or both 
Sides of a Street, or to draw up to other 
Troops, when there is not room to do it in 
the uſual way. In all theſe caſes the Gen- 
tlemen on the Pivot Flanks turn their Horſe's 
Croups to the Right or Left, as ordered, 
and the others rein back, and dreſs the 
Line by them. For inſtance, if marching 
by Half Ranks, and it be required to let 
Foot or Artillery come to the Front, the 
word would be

If the Street ſhould be too narrow to 
form in a double Rank, the firſt word will

Rear Ranks take double Open Order. 


THis is the full Extent of the Front, 
and then (ſuppoſing the Right in Front)

WHICH is done as already explained, 
and the whole will be in Rank entire, with 
the Rear Rank Men of each Diviſion on the 
Left of it. 


They muſt in this caſe be wheeled again 
to the Right, by the ſame Diviſiens, and the 
Rear Ranks, by Word of Command, take 
Cloſe Order on the March.—In all other 
caſes, where the Line is formed in two 

Ranks,

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Ranks, they may be wheeled to their former 
Front by Twos, Fours, or any other telling 
off, and by the uſual Words of Command. 


In ſome caſes it may be neceſſary, when 
drawn up, to front both ways; and then 
the Rear Rank will be ordered to go about 
by Fours, in the uſual way, and place the 
Horſe's Croups to each other, 


OFFICERS. 


THE annexed Plate ſhews thi 

Pots of the Officers at Open Order, 
Order, and Cloſe Order: They re- 
main as poſted at Open Order till 
the King has paſſed the Line, and 


ll the Regiment has paſſed His 


Majeſty, or a Reviewing General. 


They then take Poſt as marked at 


Order, although the Regiment con- 
tinues 


tinues at Open Order till after 
doubling to the Right and Left, and 
wheeling about outwards by Half 
Ranks ; they continue in that Poſition 
during the Single Filings, &c. and 
till the Regiment takes Cloſe Order, 
when they go on the Flanks, except 
the Leading Officer of each Squadron, 
and the Cornets, carrying Standards, 


who muſt be in the Center, 


The Officers of the Light Horſe 
Volunteers are placed ſo as to re- 
quive the feweſt Changes during the 


Evolutions, and ta leave them as much 
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as poſſible with their own Troops. — 
The Lieutenant Colonel is in the Front 
of the Regiment at large; the Major 
leads the Center Squadron; and the 
Captain of the Third Troop leads to 
the Rear, in lieu of the Eldeſt Cap- 
tain, who commands his own Squa- 
dron on the Let. -The Captain of 
the Fourth Troop, being the ſenior 
Officer, commands the Right Squa- 
dron.—The Officers upon the Right 
Half Ranks muſt be in Front of the 
Right of the Firſt and Second Quar- 
ter Ranks; and theſe on the Left 


Half Ranks, in Front of the Left of 
the 


the Third and Fourth Quarter 
Ranks.—The Standards are to re- 
main on the Left of the Second 
Duarter Rank, aud wheel with it, 
except in taking Ground at Order, 
when they are to be in the Center of 
the Interval, for more Uniformity.— 
They are not to be lowered, except to 
the King, or a Prince of the Blood. 


The Officers ought all to be com- 
pleat Horſemen, and well mounted. 
Their Horſes ſhould be high dreſſed, 
and ready to obey at once the gentleſt 
Aid; for no Part of the Attention of 
the 


the Rider muſt be beſtowed on them. 
In ſhort, an Officer of Cavalry ought 
t be able to do every Thing on Horſe- 
back as eaſily as he could on Foot, — 
Above all Things, he muſt pay At- 
tention to leading ſtraight, as his 
diverging one Yard will change the 
Pofition of the Squadron, and per- 
haps, of the whole Line. — To ect 
this, he muſt be attentive to catch 
diſtant Objects that interſect each 
other, and march with geometrical 
Preciſion. The Center Squadron is 
in general the Squadron of Direction, 
and the Major, the Officer wha leads 

to 


to the Rear, and the Adjutant or 
a Quarter Maſter, ought to be on 
one Line, and keep themſelves ſo by 
private Signals; the other Officers 
muſt take Care to be abreaſt of the 
Leading Officer, and to preſerve their 
reſpective Intervals by Means of their 


own Obſervations.
